One of the most prominent citizens 


of the county died Sunday afternoon at 
3 o'clock when John M.Violet breathed 
his last To the loved ones watching 
at the sufferer's bedside, death did not 
come unexpected.

Several Pergonii Have Been Rescued Fiom 


the Kuina lladlj Hurt-'he Bodies of 


Several More tan He Seen In the De- 


bris-Number Killed Unknown. 


DiHiVER, Col., August/19.—The Gum- 


ry hotel, on Lawrence street, between 
Seventeenth .and Eighteenth streets, 
was completely demolished -by an ex- 
plosion shortly after. 13 o'clock Mon- 
day morning. It is .not known posi- 
tively that any one was killed, but 
at this hour (3 a. m.) six or seven peo- 
ple are missing-. The rear portion ; of 
the building, a five story brick, fell 
shortly after the explosion. . The front 
wall is expected to go down at any in- 
stant, and this keeps the firemen from 
prosecuting the search forjthe missing 
from that part of the structure. _ 


The hotel, while not a large one,was 


filled with guests. The help of the 
hotel, which sleeps in the top. floor in 
in the rear portion of the building, are 
thought to be missing1. 


Window glass in »ll the buildings 


near the hotel was smashed to atoms, 
and in many cases the buildings were 
badly shaken up. 


At" 12:45-a, m. five persons had been 


taken out. 
They were guests, and 


were on the next to the top floor. 
They were not seriously injured, as 
the floors sank, and were apparently 
not shocked by the force of the explo- 
sion. 


All the fire department and police 


were at once summoned to the scene, 
and calls for reserves and 'ambulances 
followed in a short time. 


Two women were taken out about 1 


o'clock. They were seriously injured 
and it is feared that several bones had 
been broken. 


The bodies of several more can be 


seen iu the mins in the rear of the 
building. 
The rescuers are making 


all efforts possible to reach them, but 
progress is retarded by the mass of 
iron and wood, intertwined among 
which are electric light wires which 
adds greatly to the danger. 


The chief of -police was on the scene 


and directed tho work of rescue, mean- 
while watching .the front wall which 
was expected to crumble. 


All meanncr of wild rumors as to the 


loss of life were afloat, but the loss of 
life could not be ascertained Sunday 
night. It will probably be sometime 
Monday before the ruins, which caught 
fire immediately after the explosion, 
will be cool enough to allow of a 
search. 


The explosion was caused by the 


bursting of the boiler in the basement 
of the hotel. The lower floors were 
wrecked, and the entire mass caught 
fire, the flames shooting rapidly, up 
through the remaining floors. . 


A general- alarm was turned in and 


the firemen quickly responded and be- 
gan the rescue of the victims,

NOT CONFIRMED. 


The Removal of Max Judd Con- 


sul General to Vienna. 


At the Time of His Appointment the 


Austrian Government 


Objected to His Presence; Because ot HI« 


Helnjr a Hebrew, But Did Not Proceed 


to the Extremity of Making a'For- 


mnl Frotegt, «• in • Former CMC. 


WASHINGTON, Augv 19.—The Times 


Saturday printed the following-: Private 
advices received in this city intimate 
that Max Judd, of St. Louis, 'consul 
general of the United States to Vienna, 
-has been removed. 


No confirmation can be obtained at 


the state department, but this is not 
held to detract in any degree from the 
possible accuracy of the information. 
It"will-be remembered.that at the time 
of Mr. Judd's appointment the Aus- 
trian government was greatly dis- 
pleased because of his being- a Hebrew, 
but did not proceed to the extremity 
of making- a formal protest as in the 
case of Minister Keilly, of Virginia, 
who was declared persona non grata 
for the same reason. Mr.. Judd also 
narrowly escaped rejection by tbe sen- 
ate. 


It is not known what complaint has 


been made by the Austrian authorities, 
if anj', or what additional reasons have 
been urg-ed at this time for Consul 
.Tucids removal, but the delicacy of his 
position by reason of the stroug preju- 
dice against him has threatened from 
the outside to stulify his usefulness. 
As a consequence the statement that 
he will soon return to his home as a 
private citizen is received with unusual 
credence. 


A dispatch was printed a few days 


ago stating- that Judd was to be re- 
moved and his place taken by a Ken- 
tucky man.
